Current plans call for 100 feet of right of way on 
either side of the center section line which would also 
be the center line of the highway. 

The change would involve moving the right of 
way entirely to one side of the center section line, to 
compensate for canals along the route, and to allow for 
a 300-400 foot right of way instead of the currently 


planned 200 feet. 

Jones said he is planning now to set up a 
meeting between members of the Canal Hazards 
Safety Committee and DOT officials for sometime in 
September to argue against the change of plans. 

"Changing the route," he said, "would mean a 
year's delay to give the DOT a chance to re-design the 
roadbed and it would throw out all the agreements

Farm Safety Week was 
initiated during World War II 
to attack accident losses that 
were impairing crucial agricul- 
tural production. Thus, the 
two-fold purpose of Farm 
Safety Week is to call attention 
to major accident problems 
that driain human and 
economic resources in agri- 
cultural production, and to 
Suggest preventive measures 
which can be applied to reduce 
these losses. 

Accidents claimed the 
lives of about 6,000 farm and 
ranch residents last year. 
Approximately half of these 
were victims of motor-vehicle 
mishaps. Another one-fourth 
were accounted for in ac 
cidental agricultural work 
deaths. About 500,000 farm 
residents suffered disabling 
injuries last year. 

The cost of these de 
cidents, including farm fires, 
totaled $2.75 billion in 1973 
losses that farm and ranch 
people can ill.afford. 

About w-fourth of all 
work-re injuries reported 
in a recent NSC ten-state farm 
accident survey were attri 
buted to falls.
